Guam Leaders 


LANDON, July 24 —Neutral and 
diplomatic reports indicated today 
that tension remains acute in Ger­ 
many though the arm y revolt ap­ 
pear* 
to have failed or at 
least 
m isfiled in its initial stage. 
Nevertheless German people in 
big cities, especially Berlin, seem 
shaken, confused and fearful, ac­ 
cording to these report*. 
Diplomatic and m ilitary circles

London believe that Hitler

now' likely to resort to a w ar of 
frightfulness both at home and on 
the fighting fronts, with Gestapo 
Chief Heinrich Himmler ruthlessly

HITLER MURDER 


Historian 
Also 
Says 
Huns 


Will Refuse To Fight 


On Own Soil 


SANTA MONICA, Cal., July 24 
—Emil Ludwig, noted 
historian 
and refugee from the Reich, be­ 
lieves that Hitler will be slain 
by the German people and that 
the Germans will surrender to the 
Allies before fighting on their own 
soil. 
Ludwig warned today th a t a 
campaign for "a soft place” would 
be launched by Prussian generals, 
“masquerading as democrats," a ft­ 
er Hitler's final downfall. 
"A fter Hitler's defeat no Ger­ 
man will w ant to have been a 
Nazi,” Ludwig said, commenting 
on the internal disorder in Ger­ 
many. “The German people will 
more easily forsake Hitler, the ad­ 
venturer. than the Kaiser, descend­ 
ant 
of

house. 
“The Prussian generals will try 
to save their skins by m asquerad­ 
ing as democrats. They wall pull 
Pastor Niemoeller from out of the
